Applicant has requested further clarification as to how the Examiner is addressing elements of Claim 1 in view of the teachings of Ellis 
(Amendment After Final received March 11, 2010, Pages 9-10; "After Final"). 

In particular, Applicant requests that the claimed "a first location", "a web server", and "a non-broadcast channel provider" be further 
identified by the Examiner (After Final Page 9). Applicant additionally requests that the claimed "a media exchange server", "a storage 
location", and "a non-broadcast channel provider" be further identified by the Examiner (After Final Page 9). 

The Examiner submits that, within the teachings of Ellis, the claimed "a first location" is addressed with Contributor at User Equipment 34 of 
Fig. 1 (Final Office Action mailed January 1 1 , 201 0, Page 3; "Office Action"). The Examiner notes that Claim 1 recites "a web server of a 
non-broadcast channel provider", which has been identified within the teachings of Ellis as Program Schedule Database 54 of Fig. 1 
providing the interface of Fig. 14 (Office Action Page 3). With respect to the claimed "a media exchange server" and "a storage location", 
the Examiner does not construe the claim to require each to be separate elements. The Examiner has identified the claimed "a media 
exchange server" and "a storage location" to be address by Ellis's teachings of an intermediate transmission facility, such as Server 112 
(Office Action Pages 4-5).
